The Opposition speakers and papers 
have recently been taking a great 
deal of comfort out of the idea that 
‘the verdict of the Edmonton district

mediate concern to them. The refusal 
to accept such expressed opinion is 
4he more remarkable because coming 
from self constituted champions of 
provincial and especially of North 
West rights. However, those who 
find refuge from the logical result of 
their own arguments in what they in- 
tend as a slur om the people of Kd- 
monton, are not entitled to even that 
poor refuge. The Edmonton district 
-containsa mixed population. There 
are English, French, Germans, Gali- 
cians and Half Breeds, the latter the 
original people of the country and 
therefore surely enticled to be heard 
on matters directly affecting their 
own welfare. These several people 
are to some extent grouped, but not 
absolutely. There is a sprinkling of 
people of British origin and language 
in every poiling division, and general- 


ly sufficient to appreciably affect 
the trend of opinion in the locality.

Any even numbered seetion of Do- 
miuson Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest ‘Territeries, excepting 8 
and 26, whiek bas not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
bots for settlers. or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upom by 
any persom who ie the sole head of a 
family. or male over 18 years of 
age to the t ef ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres, mare or less. 


ENTRY.—Batry may be made rer- 
sonally im the distract in which the 
land to be takem is aibuate, or, if 
the homesteader desires, he may, on 
application to the Minister of the 
interior, Ottawa, the Commissioner 
of Immigration. Winnipeg, or tke lec- 
al agent for the distr im which 
the land is situate, receive authority 
for some one to rake entry for him.
